The probability is that no appeal will lie 
against a Department which 13 charged with 
such plenary powers as the Immigration 
Bureau. ‘Taking for granted that such is 
the case, there can be no doubt that Canada 
will follow America’s lead, just as Australia 
had forestalled it, and the Japanese will 
only have recourse to the old countrids, 
where that antagonism to the yellow race 
generally has not yet become a factor in 
practical politics.

The jury after a brief deliberation fornd the

His Lordship, in passing sentence, said he was 
satisfied from the evidence that the deceased 
was a bully, and was bullying the pri-oner 
on that occasion. In ope sense he brought 
his death upon himself, He evidently dealt the 
prisoner a heavy blow, for he knocked him 
down, and for some time he bore the mark of 
the blow in the face, It appeared also from 
the evidence that the deceased was ao bigger 
man than the prisoner, yet for all that it did 


unconscious, and when he came to he was in 
the Police Station, and afterwards removed to 
the Government Civil Hospital, He had 
known all the prisoners before, It was a little 
afier half. past six when the attack took place. 
The first prisoner was the keeper of the 
temple, and on one occasion he remonstrated

‘Dr. Laing spoke to attending the last witness 
atthe Auta police station.

other six men. Theyall began to scold him 
and said he was not entitled to any of the booty, 
Afterward, however, ihey gave bim a gold coin, 
and some small things, and ordered him to 
clear out, On his way home in Kowloon, he 
was carrying a silver bangle and some of the 
stolen property when he was stopped by a

‘BRITISH SHLPMASTER KOUND’ 


DEAD - 
IN A QUEEN'S ROAD HOTEL. -. 
: : zoth Inst. 


A mysterious occurrence took place yester- 
day morning at. the Stag Hotel in Queen's 
Road, Central,-when Porcey'S, Weat, a master 
mariner, and late in command of the a8, SAun 
Les, was found dead in his hed in No, 12 room, 
under circumstances which cannot be definitely 
stated until after an inquest hasbeen held by 
the Coroner. The facts of the case point to its 
being one of suicide. [t appears that, on the, 
tt inst, the decedsed went to'the Stag Hotel 
with a small: quantity of luggage, and said he 
wanted tu engage a room for 'n few days, The 
inanager told bim he could ba accommodated, 
but the rule of the hotel was that casual visitors 
were expecied to pay for their accommodation, 
Deceased paid for four days, and was then 
assigned No. $2 room on the second floor, On 
the rsth inat, after going out, he did not re- 
appear, but on the 16th he returned to the 
hotel, looking very dishevelled, and it was sub: 
sequently learned that he had been locked up 
and fined $2 for being drunk and incapable in 
Queen’s Road. Ashe continued drinking dury 
ing the day the Manager of the hotel gave orders 
that he was not to be. served with any moro 
liqvor, so he went oul and got it outside, and 
was generally more or less’ under the’ ine 
fluence of liquor upto the 8th inst, As the 
time for which deceased had paid had oxptied 
at 3pm, on that date, and he was locked up 
in his ryom,at 4 p.m. the, Manager went up- 
stairs and ’nocked at the door, with the inten. 
tion of ascertaining whether deceased intended 
to prolong his stay, but receiving no answer 
to his knacks, he concluded that he was sleep- 
ing off the effccts of his drinking and left him 
alone till the next morning, when, at eight 
o'clock, the toom boy knocked at the door. No 
reply being forthcoming he went away, and 
returned again at 9 a.m,, but his knocking and 


was called and telephoned to the police. They 
instructed him to do nothing until their arrival 
and when Inspector Smith came the door 
was opened by means of an iron bar inserted 
through the ventilator, the room was entered 
and Mr. West was found dead in his bed, the 
body being quite cold, as if death bad ensued 
some hours back. A big bottle, which had con- 


taken from the medicine chest of his late 
steamer, was found on a table near by. A 
search was made ainong the deceased's effects, 
bet no money was found either there or on his 
person. The deceased, who was some forty- 
two years of nye, was believed to have bean 
married, and it is understood his wife is now 
in England. The usual inquest will be held at 
anearly date,

THE CAPTURE OF THE “ARABIA.” 


An interesting fact in connection with the 
capture of the steamship Aradéa by the Rese 
sians has just come to light, and il exhibits the 
business-like ability of Hongkong merchants 
ina very favourable light’ The Aradis was 
captured when bound for Japan with a cargo 
of flour, and taken to Viadivasiok, where the 
goods were confiscated on (he ground that they 
were contraband of war. sAfter the decision 
was declared, application was made for leave 
to appeal, and the Prize Court granted the 
applicants thirty days in-which to lodge their 
appeal. Considering the distance of Viadivos- 
tok from the Appeal Court in St. Petersburg, it 
seemed hardly possible-for the owners to ap- 
peal, but such a difficully had been taken into 
consideration by the Hongkong agents of one 
firm which had goods on board the Avadza, 
and due arrangements made for sending on an 
appealto the Russian Government in the event 
of the vessel being captured. The appeal was 
dispatched immediately.the result of the deci- 
sion was known, and the entire interest on the 
goods was recovered through the consiznees. 
None of the other cargo was released, which 
speaks volumes for the foresight of. the Hong- 
kong office which carried the appeal to such a 
successful conclusion.

' LECTURE: ON-RADIOM.. 
BY MR. FRANK DROWNE, |. 


‘Yesterday ‘evening, before the Union Chiireh 
Literary Club, Mr, Frank Browne, Government 
Analyst, gave.a lecture on Radium © Dr, J.C, 


good considering the inclemency of weather. _ 

The lecturer pointéd out that the discivary. 
of Radium was not accidental, but was the out-, 
come of a numberof observations made by 
various workers, He mentioned the investiga:. 
tions of Elster and Geitel in 1889, of ‘Runtgen 
in 1895, of Henry, Becquerel, and Crookes, in 
later years. He pointed out that It was Bec 
querel who first discovered the science of radio. 
activity.” An account of the life and work of 
Madame Curie was then given, and of the part 
this lady had taken, in conjunction with her 
husband, in the teparation of Radium chloride 
from Pitchblerde residues. The lecturer 
pointed out that the rays from. Radium would 
pass through paper, wood, and such metals as 
copper, and iron, ' He explained the use of the 
electroscope in detecting the rays, also of the 
apectroscope in separating Radium from other 
materials, The wonderful heatin q power ofthe 
new substance was described, and an account 
was given of the effects of the rays on photo- 
graphic plates, the body and aye, on the dura. 


being destructive and .infurious to -vitallty,. 
Radium was described as a most powerful poi- 
son. which needed to be used with caution. 
A description was given ofthe particles that are 
constantly being projected from Radium, with- 
out, however, any appreciable loss of weight 
being noted, He recounted the theories that 
had been suggested as to the cause of the 
invisible rays, and finally, explained how ao 
analysis of the rnys themselves had shown 
them to be of three kinds, After the lecture the 
hearers were shown the brilliant scintillations 
of Radium, when existing ns Radium bromide, 
also when present in its native state in Pitch- 
blende.. ,

tion. The Progress returned to the scene of 
the wreck on the 26th ult., and found that the 
engine and boiler roams had been pumped 
out and ‘coal was then being discharged, 
It was noticed that junks were still hover- 
ing around the Maron Gordon, anid that 
sampans were taking’ off their crews.to the 
vessel, from which everything . portable had 
been removed. The P’reyerss stenmed close 
up ta the junks, which im mediately cleared off, 
and-as they made for the’ other side of the 
ship, she fired a ‘few shots. at the funnel 
sof the’ Baron Gordons and caused the 
pirdtes ‘to set sail for safety, © Next 
‘| day the footers re-appeared in large num- 
bers, but again one shot at them sent the men 
tothe right about, [n all, there were thisteen 
junks, but after the firing of the shots their 
crews gave no furthee trouble, and. the work of 
sulving the SArewsdury then proceeded without 
inter uption, we ast 

The disappointment which followed the te- 
Mlonting, of.the steamer'and the return cf the 
Pragrest tothe wreck for salvage appliances 
has been, recorded in our columns, but 
details, concerning her experiénces on her last 
trip down have not so far been fully recorded. 
We have reported that on her leaving again 
for the wreck, the ‘Pregreis was convoyed 
hy ULMLS. /phigenta, as fears were entertained 
that the pirates weuld be swarming around in 
such umbers as to dare to’ molest the party, 
Thus escorted the Prepress arrived along-| 
side the SAriwwsdury on the 16th ult, and there 
found thirteen junks ot anchor near the 
wreck, On sighting the Progress’ and 
the British -cruiser, the pirates discharged 
all their Joot into sampans which they imme- 
diately sank in shallow water alongside the 
Raron Gordon, and themselves set sail and 
made off, On board the Shreasdury the 
wreckers’ work was everywhere in evidence; 
the pumps had been broken up, wantonly, 
all brass and copper fittings torn off, even 
the deck-plates ‘and bulwarks being unrivetted 
apparently by skilled aid experienced hands, 
while all the rigging hed been cut down, and 
piled on the deck ready for removal to the 
marauders’ junks, Even the top-masts bad 
ben unshipped and hauled down to the deck, 
and three-inch iron plates were found lo have 
been cut through sons to render them more 
handy for removal, valuable powerful pumps 
were hacked to pieces for the sake of small 
quatitities of while metal tinsngs inside while 
winches nod the windlass were tendered use- 
fess, When stbsequently a party of cfficers 
and engineers fromthe /pAicenia boarded the 
denuded vessel they could not’ refrain fram 
rémarking upon the havoc wrought by the 
pirates in the short space of five days, 

Qn the 7th inst, the Progress, followed by 
the /phingenta, steamed towards the junks 
with the intention of making the crews give 
up some of the stolen gear and fittings, and 
though the /pAigenia fired a blank shot across 
the bows of the foremost junk the pirates paid 
no attention but setall sail and hurried off. For 
some unaccountable reason they were not 
pursued, though one junk stranded in her 
hurry to get away and was boarded at once 
by Mr. Tully’s party, and found to be half 
full of looted gear, On seeing the parly board 
his junk the master jumped overboard: and 
was not'seen again. The curious part of the 
affair was that, though a thorough search was 
made of the junk, no arms of any description 
were found aboard her, and [or that reason, 
the men were not arrested. At first it was con- 
sidered advisable to hold them and make them 
divulge what province the pirates came from in 
arder'to try to force the natives there to pay for 
ithe damage wrou,ht, [t will be instructive to 
learn, ag no doubt wé shall do in due course, 
why these pirates, caught red-handed “vith 
footed British property. in their possession, after 
being chased by actuiser, were still allowed 
to go scott free! © 

Near the Shrewsdury, but in the lagoon, was 
a small stranded Japanese sieamer, and the 
pirates could be seen from the deck of the 
Progress busily looting her. As they did not 
appear inclined to molest the Progress patty 
the /phigenia sailed for-Hongkong on the 18th 
inst. and the pirate junks then swooped down 
again and many went on board the Baron

that Java is shooting ahead of Mauritius 
From 493,806 cwts, in 1902-03 to 1,014 195 
cwls, in the following year was a big leap, but 
even that leap has been surpassed by the 
quantity recorded for the ten months of the 
current official year, Vractically Java sugar 
has made in two years a progress which works 
oul 277 per cent. beyser than the imports of 
1902-03, Evidently Mauritius will bave tolook 
to its Inurets; should Java continue its exports 
in future in the same proportion it would go 
hard with that colony, But trade has its ups 
and downs, There is the law of compensation, 
Mawiitius killed the Indian sugar trade, and it 
would seem as.if Java were to snatch the trade 
from Mauritius in turn, ft should be remem, 
bered that Java is nearer India than thal 
island, that the sugarcane grown in the 
Malacca Islands is more productive of saccha- 
rine matter ton per ton, and that the machinery 
for refining it is up-to date. All these are 
favourable elements for Java sugar becoming 
- extremely popular in this country and slowly 
" driving out the Mauritian, At the same time 
it is deplorable that Indian capitalists do not 
embark on this indig-no:s enterprise. 
Sugar-making is one of the Indian industries 
known from times immemorial, There are the 
records of the East India Company to testify 
to the fact (hat only a century ago Indian sugar 
. was exported as far as Cadizjiand Brazil. The 
' North-West Provinces, Bengal and Madras 
are most favoured by nature for the cultivation 
of the sugarcane in enormous quantities, which 
would supply all the sugar needed for domestic 
consumption, but, now imported annually to 
the value of seven crores of rupees on an 
average. The necessary capital and enterprize 
are needed for the development of this industry. 
“At present. there is a substantial company 
of British -capitalists who are pursuing 
the industry in Behar on an extensive 
scale, with the latest. improvements in 
machinery. Surely Bengal, which is rich 
in wealth and which has already done so hand- 


somely in the matter ofjute mannfactureandcoal- 
mining, can very well turn its attention to this 
profitable industry, A revival init is destined 
to enrich the country and employ a fraction of 
the labourer in a most productive employment 
yielding ‘him a higher wage than an anna per, 
day, which hardly gives him two full meals, 
The attentien of Bombay ‘capitalists should be 
drawn to the developinent of the industry in the 
Presidency. There are large tractsin Thana 
and lower down the Malabar Coast where an 
immense cultivation could be carried on, 
culminating in handsome profits, The cotton 
industry is well-established. Let the wealthy 
commercial members ofthe Indian community 
1ow tum their-attention to a revival.of the 
. Sugar indusiry with the aid of the most modern
